IJchn Dease, b. in Ireland; in rebellion of 1798, fled to America; married 
a widow with some property and two sons; settled on, Pascagoula before 
1806; 1812, Coroner for Mobile Co.; 1812, Captain in Jackson County 
Militia; 1814, Justice of the Quorum Court; 1816, signed petition to Con- 
gress concerning Jackson County land; 1818, on Lottery Committee to 
improve Leaf, Chickasawhay, and Pascagoula Rivers; 1818, furnished 
four pupils for local school: O. C. and Edward Dease, and step-sons, 
Charles and James Burke; sold place to John Fairly in 1820 and moved 
to Perry County. , 


Oliver Cromwell Dease, b. Jackson County, 1806; moved to Rankin 

County in 1827; elected to legislature two terms from Rankin; moved to : 
Jasper County, 1836; elected to State Senate, 1837-1840, from Jasper, 

Newton, Scott, and Rankin Counties; 1854-58, Registrar of U. S. Land 

Office, Augusta, Miss.; represented Jasper County in Secession Conven- 

tion; Colonel in 27th Miss. Regt. C. S. A.; superintendent of education
